Dick Kouns, the Ultra and 
Lightweight steward, reports that more 
and more of the riders who held 
motocross cards last year are now 
signing up for scrambles numbers. 

Easy to see why. The number of 
District motocrosses has really fallen 
off. In fact, I’d like to say right now 
that District motocross is in worse shape 
than the scrambles scene was last year 
and that was pretty bad. The reason? 
Well, it’s a little bit of a different story 
for both cases. Scrambles were in 
trouble because so many of the 
scrambles clubs folded due to internal 
upheavals, and then that old bugaboo, 
track rental, reared its head and the 
clubs just couldn’t afford to throw 
scrambles. This year the Lightweights 
have bounced onto the scene and are 
going great guns but we still hear 
complaints from riders that they wish 
the scrambles clubs just wouldn’t use 
395 Cycle Park all the time. 

Truth is, kiddies, most clubs can’t 
afford the other tracks and that’s the 
truth. The other tracks are making 
enough bread from their own races — 
the ones we once called “outlaw” in the 
old days — and they don’t need the 
District runs. All the riders would just 
love to run at Perris at least one Sunday 
in the month and some get hysterical at 
the thought of Saddleback’s scrambles 
track (I mean the up-hill-and-down-dale 
one, not the TT track which is too short 
for the big bangers). But once again, 
should a club have a poor turnout, 
they’ve really lost it because of the high 
rental fee they’ve paid. 395 is the only 
one most clubs will take a chance on. 

In the motocross scene, from what 
looked awful at the very beginning of

If you have read the Presidential 
Proclamation which- appeared in the 
February 22 issue of Cycle News (and 
what self-respecting motorcyclist 
hasn’t?), you are undoubtedly aware of 
the tremendous challenge now facing 
motorcyclists, not only in California, 
but across the entire country. 

My desk has been flooded with mail 
these past two weeks, erin | “What do 
we do?” There is only one which 
we can do, and that is to E up for 
our rights! No, we are not going to 
demonstrate. We must continue to use 
“the system”. But, to use “the system”, 
we must first understand how it works. 
THE SYSTEM 

Government occurs at the federal 
level, the state level, the county level, 
the city level, and at varied lower levels. 
It is extremely important that a person 
understands the level of government at 
which a rule or regulation originates. It 
does absolutely no good at all to 
complain about (or support) a federal 
law to a City Councilman or a County 
Supervisor. Likewise, it does little good 
to present your opinion of a county 
ordinance to a U.S. Congressman. 

When you have an opnion, present it 
to the right representative at the right 
level of government. Otherwise, your 
efforts are wasted. 

SEPARATE BRANCHES 

Generally, there are three branches 
of government at each level: 

—The Executive Branch is 
responsible for executing (or enforcing) 
laws. 

—The Legislative Branch is 
responsible for making laws and setting 
penalties. 

—The Judicial Branch is responsible 
for determining when laws have been 
broken and the extent of penalty 
involved. 

NO SET PATTERN 

The rules often differ by locality on 
which positions are filled by 
appointment or through election. At the 
federal level, the Chief Executive, or the 
President, is elected. He, in turn, 
appoints his Cabinet Members, who are 
known by the ittle of Secretary, such as 
the Secretary of Agriculture, the 
Secretary of the Interior, the Secretary 
of the Treasury, etc. Each of the 
Secretaries has various functions 
reporting directly to him. For example: 
the U.S. Forest Service reports to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, the Bureau of 
Land Management, the Bureau of 
Reclamation, and the Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation all report to the 
Secretary on the Interior. 











the year now has some bright spots. The 
Boosters Cycle Assn. which, originally 
started life as the Bay Mare Assn., is 
going full blast. They’re responsible for 
the new rule change of having the three 
classes (remember, that was what I 
wished we had in the District when the 
recount of last year’s points came up 
ending in the Number One plate going 
to another man.) Well, it was Tex Myers 
who presented it to the Competition 
Committee and that’s how we got it, 
first a few words in print to get people 
thinking if they weren’t already, and 
then requesting properly through the 
correct channels. 

The Booster Cycle Assn. is purely a 
motocross club and everyone is more or 
less a specialist at something or other; a 
top rider, organizer, one who isn’t afraid 
to work for motocross even if it’s just 
knowing how to handle flags and 
sign-up properly. Some are controversial 
figures and I’ve noticed that the clubs 
who get into controversial situations are 
usually the ones who get the most done. 
So take your bows, Boosters. You have 
a rule change already this year and isn’t 
the trophy from the District as Number 
One motocross club beautiful? 

Another bright spot is that there’s 
another motocross club being formed 
and they want to pick up some of the 
open dates. But of course, the 
motocross clubs have run into the same 
situation the scramblers did. Track rent. 
If you want to have a coronary on the 
spot call some of the tracks up and ask 
what they’d rent you the course for. 
Two figures recently quoted to me from 
clubs who wanted to throw a motocross 
were $2,000 and $1,700! Can you 
imagine coughing up $1,700 and getting 
only a 200-rider turn-out at $5 a head if 
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WHAT TO DO ABOUT THE 
oe PROCLAMA- 


At the State level, at least in 
California, the composition of the 
Executive Branch is very comparable to 
the federal structure. The Governor 
heads the Executive Branch and 
appoints the Directors of the various 
agencies reporting to him. Within those 
Agencies are the Departments, such as 
the Department of Parks and Recreation 
which reports to the State Resources 
Agency. 

My purpose in explaining the 
composition of the Executive Branch is 
to impress upon you the importance of 
electing the proper person to head it up. 
Becase all of the public lands are 
administered and controlled by the 
various agencies and divisions of the 
Executive Branch and because the 
persons who head these various agencies 
and divisions are appointed by the Chief 
Executive, we stand to lose a great deal 
if the person who is elected Governor or 
President is not compatible to our 


cause. 
LEGISLATIVE BRANCH 

The members of the State Legislature 
or Federal Congress are elected by the 
persons who reside in their respective 
Districts. In California, the state is 
divided into 80 Assembly Districts and 
40 Senate Districts. At election time, 
each voter is allowed to vote for his 
choice of one Assemblyman and one 
Senator who will represent the members 
of the District in which the voter 
resides. There are also 38 US. 
Congressional Districts in California and 
each has an elected representative from 
that Congressional District in 
Washington, D.C. as a member of the 
House of Representatives. Also, the 
voters in California elect two U.S. 
Senators, both of whom represent all of 
the state’s residents at the federal level. 

The members of the Legislative 
Branch of government, whether at the 
state or federal level, are responsible for 
making the laws which the Executive 
Branch. carries out and enforces, Here 
again, you can recognize the importance 
of electing persons who are not adverse 
to our form of sport and recreation. 
JUDICIAL BRANCH 

There is little to be said regarding the 
Judicial Branch because some of our 
judges are elected and some are 
appointed. About all we can suggest is 


they were all post entry? Simple 
arithmetic will show you the problem 
right quick! 

But, there’s a gentleman who has 
been involved in some of the other 
racing who is sick to have seen the 
District hurt, and when we get this all 
cleared by him we’ll tell who he is and if 
the plans go through he'll personally get 
a bottle of champagne from me! He has 
land that is still being developed and 
wants to run District motocrosses there 
at a very fair price for the clubs. He is a 
member of a District club himself. Not 
only that, he recently found out he has 
clay on his property and you know 
what that means! A TT track, kiddies! 
This is still in the wind, but plans could 
work out that we would have District 
motocross and scrambles running in the 
same park on the same day and this 
chap says he can get along with so many 
District runs per month along with his 
own events. He probably won’t be as 
rich as the guys who are taking all the 
cream for themselves but he’s not taking 
advantage of the work put into the 
sport by the District either. 

I’m going to add, in no way do I 
lump the CMC or the ACA in with the 
“outlaws”. In fact, a lot could be 
learned from both these organizations if 
you really want to get down to it. 

During the recent uproar over 
professionalism by some of the skiers at 
the Olympic games, I'd like to bring out 
a very small soap box just enough to 
pop me up high enough for the 
youngsters to hear. Are any of you who 
ride the professional motocrosses and 
are still in school gung-ho for the 
athletic program? Thought so, because 
anyone who is athletic usually signs up 
for swimming, gymnastics, track or 





that you don’t vote for a “hanging 
judge” if the opportunity to vote is 
presented. 

EXECUTIVE POWERS 

Some of you may be asking, “Where 
did the President obtain the authority 
to issue the Proclamation that appeared 
in Cycle News on February 22, if it is 
the function of the Legislative Branch 
to make laws?” In answer, the 
Legislative Branch often grants broad 
powers to the Chief Executive, who in 
turn issues Executive Orders to the 
agencies and departments within the 
Executive Branch. 

The President exercised these broad 
powers in directing the agencies to 
survey the lands under their jurisdiction 
and impose anti-ORV controls and 
regulations. 

It is not likely that the Legislative 
Branch will withdraw any of those 
broad powers in this particular instance. 
However, the Legislative Branch may be 
induced through “‘pressure” from voters 
in their Districts to persuade the 
President that he should reconsider, or 
at least tread softly. 

OUR ROLE EXPLAINED 

If we don’t want to see our form of 
sport and recreation killed, then each of 
us must express our feelings about the 
Presidential Proclamation to:

The AAU will 
recognize you as a professional in a 
sporting event. Remember the Jim 
Thorpe case? The AAU and Olympic 
Committee didn’t find out about Jim’s 
ball playing for a couple of bucks until 
after he had progressed up through the 
ranks and won his Olympic medals and 
cups. They promptly took them away 
from him. 

So, if you are a serious swimmer and 
have ‘thoughts, say, of swimming one 
day for UCLA or Stanford, don’t turn 
professional. I know right now there’s 
one rider who answered his school 
coach truthfully on this and lost his 
place on the team. There’s another that, 
if his cover is blown, will be chucked 
out. So think about your priorities in 
life as related to making a few bucks 
when you're young. You’ve plenty of 
time to turn pro and I’d hate to see us 
lose some gold medals because you 
didn’t realize that a $10 bill you earned 
tin a motocross rendered you ineligible 
to compete!

Last week I appeared on a Los 
Angeles TV show called “Youth and 
Issues.”

SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., Mar. 3, 1972 
— At 10:34, Pacific Standard Time on 


this cool and foggy evening, Evel 
Knievel, one of the world’s great 
stuntman attempted a new indoor 


world’s record leap of 15 cars. He was 
nearly successful. 

In 1970, at the Cow Palace in 
conjunction with an indoor motorcycle 
event, Knievel made 11 cars and made it 
look easy, which it wasn’t, not by any 
means. Ramp to ramp jumping has so 
many variables that when the Jump in 
made, it looks easy, but everything has 
to be working for you to make it good. 
Last night, everything was just that way. 
Knievel’s decision to make two jumps in 
two nights was done so that he might 
get everything in order for the attempt 
on the record and to help pay the 
mammoth expense of carting his 
entourage around. 

For the Thursday night affair, things 
went as smoothly as the fine silk shirts 
he wears at press conferences. His 
Harley-Davidson ran well and the jump 
was a complete success. He had a good 
start, his trajectory was right on and the 
landing was superb. The twelve cars was 
his new record for the Palace and 
pleased both himself and the 3100 
spectators attending that night. 

How many of those came back for 
the next night’s performance is not 
known, but the crowd approached 
9,000. It might have been more but the 
seating capacity was not as great as it 
was in 1970 when a standing room only 
crowd of 12,000 filled the arena and 
more than 4,000 were turned away. 

The evening’s activities included a 
midget auto race, but the people had 
come to see Evel. After the ramps were 
set up and all was in place, the master 
entered the arena amidst terrific 
applause. When he had caught the 
audience with his dialogue, the scene 
was set, and Knievel was in complete 
charge. Knievel tells it like it is. He has 
no PR man or hired promoters to do his 


talking for him. When he says 
something, it’s straight from Evel. 
Although mention was made of 


Super Joe Einhorn and his jump of 15

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cars back in December, no derogatory 
remark was made about Joe, just a 
friendly ‘‘good luck”. Back in 
November, Super Joe answered a 
challenge set up by Evel where there 
would be a match jump with $25,000 
posted by each rider, winner take all. 
While the likelihood of that ever 
happening is slight Evel stated that if he 
didn’t make tonight’s jump, he would 
give Joe the $25,000. 

Evel Knievel took a lot of extra runs 
before giving the; thumbs up signal. In 
one of the practices, he hit the take-off 
ramp with- a footpeg and nearly 
dumped. He shook that off with some 
wheel stands and stands on the seat that 
really got the public up. By the time he 
gave the thumbs up sign, the people 
were nearly in a frenzy. 

Knievel’s set up for this jump was

The tremendous load on the shocks 
and tires was too much and when he got 
the two wheels on the ground, he was in 





a death wobble. That he managed to 
save it as much as he did is a miracle. He 
dumped, and the crowd went crazy. 
They jumped the fence, and in almost 
no time, the great stuntman was helped 
back into the arena to. talk. Although it 


was later found that he had broken 
his ankle, his attitude was great and the 
people showed their approval by giving 
him a long standing ovation. He 
remarked that he had made too many 
practices and then stated that if he 
could be invited back sometime, “T’ll 
come back and do 17 cars if it kills me.” 
With that he was assisted off the arena 
floor, still under his own power. 

Whatever comes of the challenge and 
the money will be yet another chapter 
in the life of the world’s greatest 
stuntman, Evel Knievel.

Payne and his 
84-inch H-D and Boris Murray and the 
fairing-fitted 90-inch Triumph. Leo 
came out of the hole with verylittle 
smoke and lots of traction while Murray 
smoked it. At the end it was Payne with 
a quick 9.25-141.28 to Boris’ less timely 
but much faster 168.22, fast time of the 
meet.

Welch came out of the hole strong but 
was a little behind when Payne did a 
giant wheelie number and had to shut 
off. Welch went right on but Leo hadn’t 
quit yet. Back on the throttle and up 
came the front wheel again! Larry then 
took the win at 9.65 and 152.28, to 
Leo’s 10.52-113.49. 

Second half of the semi pitted Smith 
against Chambers. Smith had his usual 
smooth and smokless run but Chambers 
finally had his bike dialed in. Bill was 
driving hard when his slick wore 
through to the cords and there went his 
traction. Smith-9.21, Chambers-11.06 
and 148.76. 

The final round of Top Gas was up 
and it was to be the ‘2 by 4” against 
Heidt. Bill Hahne bogged the Honda 
down, leaving Heidt to lead all the way 
down the 1320.

AT ANNUAL MEETING 
Heininger MIC Prexy 


On the first Wednesday in March, as 
specified by the bylaws, the Motorcycle 
Industry Council 
Washington, D.C. and elected a Board of

Directors for the coming year. 

Out went four old directors (of 12) 
and in went four new. Tom Heininger of 
Webco, Inc. was elected president after 
close balloting. Heininger’s election was 
seen as a victory for the associate 
(dealer) members. In addition, two 
dealers, Ted Evans of California and 
Bob Myers of Maryland won seats on 
the board. 

The new board of MIC consists of 
appointees John Harley (H-D), Willie 
Tokishi (Honda), Eugene Colman (BSA, 
Inc.), Ed Burke (Yamaha), R. Orth 
(Suzuki) and A. Masek (Kawasaki). The 
six elected from the industry members 
are Everett Brashear (Husqvarna), 
Heininger, W. Kennedy (Rex Chain), 
Evans, Myers and T. Cooke (First 
American Insurance). 

MIC spent $286,000 last year against 
$262,000 income, leaving it $24,000 in 
the red. “We had expected a $50,000 
loss,” joked treasurer Harley, “so I guess 
you can say we are $26,000 to the 
good!” The trade council dipped into 
reserves to offset the loss, leaving MIC 
with a net worth of $132,000. 

While directors receive no pay, and 
draw expenses from their respective 
companies, the MIC staff has to be 
expanded to meet the growing tasks at 
hand. A new Public Relations staffer, 
Pete Suto, was recently hired, and 
Executive Director Jim Potter is 
interviewing for the staff position of 
Land Use director. 

During the two years of its existence, 
MIC work has been necessarily limited 
to what can be done free or very 
cheaply. At that, Dick Orth has 
obtained nearly a million dollars worth 
of free, advertising for the noise 
abatement and safety campaigns, Tom 
Heininger’s membership task forces have 
enlisted 1,800 associate dealers; and % 
million safety pamphlets, 10,000 
motorcycle park planning guidelines and 
a quantity of motorcycle driver 
education aids have been distributed. 

Faced with a two-pronged threat to 
road and off-road motorcycling in the 
form of no-fault insurance and the 
President’s ORV proclamation, the MIC 
shifted to a higher gear, ordered the 
completion of the Motorcycle Trails 
Planning and Management guidelines 
within 90 days, (to beat the President’s 
deadline) and, after long debate, 
resolved to strive for exemption of 
motorcyclists from no-fault until its 
effects have been studied.. Delaware 
dealers testified that they were put out 
of business by that state’s no-fault rates. 

On the debit side of the record, 
MIC’s lobbying efforts in the Nation’s 
capitol have been largely ineffective. 
More staff and more budget is needed, 
but manufacturer and distributorsupport 
is still being withheld on the part of 
certain large companies who feel that 
1/10 of one percent of their sales is too 
much dues. One distributor, which did 
11 million dollars business last year, said 
that $11,000 was too much for him. 
That would almost pay the salary of the 
desperately-needed land use lobbyist. 

Privately, one MIC member, 
Cosmopolitan Motors, distributors of 
Benelli motorcycles, Pirelli tires and 
Cosmo accessories, offered to give sales 
benefits to any member of the 
“Motorcycle Trail Patrol” hopefully. 
sóon to be established by the AMA. It is 
expected that other businesses will 
follow suit.

SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA — After three 
successive defeats by selected local 
teams at Liverpool (NSW), Rowley Park 
(South Australia) and agam at 
Liverpool, the six-man American 
Speedway Team currently touring

Showground on Saturday night to draw 
36-36 in a special 12 heat match. 

The Americans quickly settled on the 
big third of a mile track and looked far 
more comfortable than at their earlier 
appearances. To date the young 
Californians have been performing as 
well as their capabilities allow, 
considering their lack of experience in 
international speedway. 

Gradually, as they lose their Costa 
Mesa small track habits, they are 
developing sound speedway styles and 
by the end of this Down Under 
campaign they should shape as far more 
formidable opponents. 

The Showground match was a near 
thing with the Americans unlucky not 
to win. 

Six man Royale team of Jim Airey, 
Langfield, George Hunter 
(Scotland), John Bowerman, Pat 
Fernance and Graham Mangnall were 
superior in the heat leader department 
but the Americans continually picked 
up the minor placings. 

Hunter flew across from Perth after 
riding for Britain in the Tests against 
Australia (which Great Britain won by 
four matches to three) to ride in several 
‘open’ meetings in Sydney before 
returning home for the new English 
season. 

On paper, the Showground select 
seemed assured of a runaway victory 
but the Yanks sprang a real surprise, 
especially in view of the fact that they 
were wary of the track prior to the 
meeting. It was here that their manager 
Chuck Jones crashed in 1969 and 
sustained severe spinal injuries. which 
sadly cut short his racing career. 

Only American to have ridden the 
track previously was the team’s most 
accomplished speedway rider, DeWayne

The indoor Speedway will be 
a first for the Bay Area and Oxley has 
commitments from such aces as Rick 
Woods, Sonny Nutter, and Mike and 
Steve Bast. 

The A.M.A. short track racing, 
including the full program on closing 
day, will be supervised by Trippe-Cox 
Associates, promoters of three 1972 
A.M.A. Nationals and the Carlsbad 
Trans A.M.A. motocross. 

The Trials, sponsored by the Spanish 
government, has been entitled the 
“Spanish Cup Trials” due to the 
beautifully engraved silver trophy the 
San Francisco consulate had 
manufactured in Spain.

When the engines fire up Sunday at 
Daytona International Speedway, one 
sound will be somewhat of a surprise — 
the motor of the Tom Rockwood 
Triumph. Last December, the 1971 
Ascot Half-Mile National winner was 
near death; three months later he will be 
racing again. 

But young Rockwood doesn’t call it 
miraculous. “The doctor didn’t do 
anything special; he did, although, tell 
me to do some special exercises.” Then 
he adds with a smile, “But, I didn’t do 
"em." 

On a windy Monday afternoon in 
mid-December, traveling east out of 
Barstow, Calif., Tom crashed at 100 
mph while testing out a brand of motor 
oil for Kawasaki. 

‘Dave Smith had left a little before 
me and I was trying to catch up,” Tom 
recalls. That, plus the fact that it was 
getting late and the winds were rather 
cold, prompted the pro racer to turn the 
gas on. 

“I was doing about a hundred anc 
the wind kinda pushed me off into the 
sand shoulder.” The next thing he knew 
he was in a hospital. Between the two 
recollections, Rockwood was taken to 
the hospital, where several vertebrae in 
his back were broken, internal injuries 
were complicating matters, and his heart 
and blood pressure was almost 
undiscernable. 

Two weeks later, the body cast came 
off and Tom was on his own. “I’ve been 
riding as much as possible. Riding keeps 
you in shape, for sure.”

Several weeks before Daytona, he 
stated, “I can go about ten minutes on 
my mini now before I really get tired.” 

When asked if that frightens him 
about Daytona, since it’s not just a 10 
minute race, he replied, “For sure it’s a 
longer race, but you have time to rest. 
You get a chance to lay down on the 
tank — that helps. I think P'U go all the 
way.” About winning he wasn’t as 
positive, but his hopes still showed as he 
continued: 

“I think the crash really helped me. 
Like, I think it’s gonna let me go a little 
faster. Really. | know now what it’s like 
to be near death; I know now what it’s 
like to get off at 100.1 think now that I 
can go faster.” : 


Faster, perhaps, on dirt tracks, but 
on a road racing circuit? “For sure. 
Road racing is where I have to improve 
the most. If I can get the right 
equipment, I think I have a chance but 
I've still got a lot to learn.” 

On dirt, it is another story. In 1970, 
Tom was just clinging on to a top 20 
position in the National Points race 
when the final third of the season came 
about. Dropping the weekly Ascot gig, 
he picked up the circuit and put ona 
spurt third only to Jim Rice and Gene 
Romero, placing him in: the Top Ten at 
the final tally. Last year, with more 
intense dirt track competition, he still 
fared within the top 15 while winning 
his first and only National at Ascot.

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But this year, Tom has lost a lot of 
ground and not only by his accident last 
December. Triumph has dropped all but 
Romero from factory . sponsorship, 
putting him in the ranks of the 
privateers. “I really can’t say what will 
happen this year,” he explains. “First 
I've got to get a sponsor. Nothing for 
sure yet, but I’ve got a few things 
possible. I really don’t know about 
Atlanta yet, but after that I’ll follow the 
whole circuit. I want to win a dirt track 
back East, that’s for sure. They have 
much better tracks back East; the West’s 
tracks are the worst. That’s my next 
goal. Then Number One.” 

Like Romero, Tom has other plans. 
“Yeh, I wanna get into car racing. 
You’ve got to be young to race 
motorcycles. There’s a future in cars, 
but I don’t want to push it like Gene is 
right ‘now. Sure, if something comes 
along, I take it, but I’m not going to 
push it.” 

Motorcycle racing for the winners — 
like Tom Rockwood — is ‘pushing it’, 
however; on the track at least. Tom’s 
personality doesn’t appear to be that of 
one who pushes very hard. He’s quiet, 
somewhat shy at first meeting. At age 
21, though, that can be expected. But 
on the track he is something else. 

* * * 

Rumors ran rampant last December: 
“Tom Rockwood’s dead. Got killed 
road-testin’ a Kawasaki in the desert.” 
Tom Rockwood is alive and well, and 
will be racing in Daytona Beach, 


Florida, on Sunday for $30,000. After 
only three months.

you sat in the desert

You park your car over to the side of the 
highway, get out, and look around you, The 
newly-strung barbed wired fence does little 
to spoil the desert’s simple beauty. The early 
morning sun shines through a clear sky 
illuminating the mountain peaks. The brown 
and beige sand spreckled with cactuses, 
bushes and rocks looks untouched, with 
barely a trace of tire tracks as time and 
nature shifts the sand, Everything is quiet 
except a breeze whisking g tumble weed. 
You never thought some day you would 
miss hearing that aggravating sound of the 
first motorcyclist to fire up his engine at 
daybreak. ; 

You pry apart the barb wire and crawl 
through, leaving the NO TRESPASSING sign 


flapping as the wire snaps back in place. You * 


look at your watch. You visualize what it 
was like on a Sunday morning at this time. 
Hundreds of people, excited and busy, 
coming and going in all directions. Many 
familiar faces that shared in your 
enthusiasm. And suddenly, for a minute, the 
noise of people and motorcycles dies as a 
banner is held in front of an endless line of 
racers, In the distance a trail of black smoke 
swirls to the clouds. You begin to relive the 
emotions. Your stomach flutters, your heart 
beats rapidly, your leg twitches on the kick 
starter. The silence might be broken by a 
rider yelling, “Drop it, baby!” Then the roar 
of engines and they’re off. Each rider with 
his own motivation and background. Each 
not knowing what the day will bring. 
Surprises and the unexpected made racing a 
challenge as well as enjoyable. 

You head towards an_ imaginary 
smoke-bomb, but in reality, your destiny. 
Passing the cactuses and boonies on foot, you 
remember how they were only a blur when 
on a motorcycle. You step across the ruts 
knowing that if you were riding you 
probably would lift the front end up, slow 
down, or endo. You could almost feel the 
beating on your body and your knees 
hugging the gas tank. Some times every 
muscle would ache, but the next Sunday you 
came back for more. 

You walk and walk, studying the terrain 
and how you would maneuver your machine 
were you on it. Your excitement begins to 
mount. You pace, faster, and soon you’re 
running...running until you’re out of breath 
and stop to rest. 

You sit down on the warm sand — your 
heart beating fast like you had just pushed 
your bike up a steep sandy hill. A turtle is 
slowly making its way to a rock. You envy 
this desert inhabiter — you gasping for 
breath and it just creeping like it knew it had 
the desert forever to cover. A rabbit quickly 
leaps from behind a bush. Its head turns in 
your direction, stops, then scurries away as 
if you’re an intruder, 

You take a fist full of sand and slowly let 








it seep back to the ground. The scene, the 
situation seemed so familiar. How many ` 
times had you sat alone in the desert, your 
broken-down bike propped up next to you? - 
Only at that time you were unhappy with 
your location. You cursed. You worked on 
your bike. You lost patience. You swore 
you’d never race again. You wondered when 
your rescuers would come to tow your 
broken bike and wounded pride back to the 
pits. And once at the pits you were already _ 
planning on better luck next Sunday. 

You wish you were here now with your 
broken bike beside you. If only you could 
see other riders passing you leaving a trail of 
dust in the sky. If only you could see vour 
clubs blazers flying by. If only you could 
hear the concerned voices of fellow riders ` 


_ stopping to ask, “You all right?” 


You get up and start towards the mound 


between the big boulders. You see an old | 


faded and shredded ribbon dangling from a 
bush. Out of habit you snap it from the limb 
and put it in your pocket. As a desert user 
you picked up any refuse that left a tell-tale 
mark that people had been there. 

You’re almost at the mound now and you 
can see a faint glimmer of metal as the sun 
reflects from it. It reminds you of the 
glittering stars on a Saturday night and the 
sparkling camp fire you sit around with your 
friends. It reminds you of the shiny pin that 
is placed in your hand at the finish line. 
Tired, sore, and proud, you finished. A 
crowd is there to greet the riders and ` 
sometimes a cold drink handed to you. And ~ 
then the final summation of many hours you 
spend hashing and re-hashing a two-hour 
race. 

Finally, you’re close enough to see the 
metal plate you stuck in the ground like a 
tombstone adorning the burial site of a loved 
one. It’s still there. Your number plate. You - 
read the inscription you scratched on, “I 
hereby succumb a part of my life in the 
name of ecology.’’

LOCKHART, TEX., Feb, 27, 1972 — 
Despite a conflicting race at the new 
Rio Bravo track in Houston, which drew 
most of the Houston riders, Southwest 
Motocross Park hosted record crwods at 
its first warm-weather race of the 
season. More than 2000 spectator 
passed through the gates. 

Overnight camping is always available 
at Lockhart, and many took advantage 
of the facilities, revelling far into the 
night on a mixture of barbeque, beer, 
movies, and music. Race day came early. 

Change seems to be a permanent 
factor in the Robinson’s track formula, 
and this Sunday was no exception: This 
time, maximum use was made of the 
deep gully which crosses the land, and 
the track dipped into it four times. 
Riders traveled almost as far vertically 
as horizontally through these sections. 

More care was taken to avoid the 
numerous heavy concentrations of 
fist-size rocks. Owner Hulon Robinson 
maintains that the only real solution is 
to charge $2 to get in the park and one 
rock to get out. 

Steve Stackable rode two classes, but 
transmission rebellion in the third heat 
of the 125 Expert forced his Yamaha 
from contention. Kent Howerton and 
Gene Cameron supplied most of the 
opposition, making Steve accept a third 
in the second heat following- his 
first-heat win. Steve and Kent have 
developed a definite pattern over the 
past six months whenever they tangle 
with one another. Kent performs like a 
bomb in the first heat, and often beats 
Steve, but succeeding heats demonstrate 
Steve’s greater enduramce, and he 
usually has not trouble besting Kent. 
His transmission added another factor 
this time, however, and the win went to 
Howerton. 

Steve’s luck was better in the Open 
Expert class, but it was just that — luck. 
Jack Hicks was in excellent form and he 

d Stackable exchanged places at least 
five times in the first two laps. Hicks 
then caught his shift lever on a rock, 
which wrapped it tightly around his 
footpeg, locking the CZ in third gear. 
Jack dogged Steve for another three laps 
in this fashion`until the abused: trans 
jumpeđ' into neutral, giving Hicks a 16th 
by virtue of the DNF. Steve won easily 
on the Uncle Wrinkle BSA, but the next 
two heats were clearly Hicks’. Steve 
freely admitted that he’s just flat been 
outridden, but Jack’s DNF gave Steve 
the overall win. 

The Kasson team captured only one 
win amidst a tangle of crashes and other 
mishaps. Mike Kasson pushed his 
Penton through the multitudes for a 
first in the 125 Novices, but not 
without considerable opposition from 
Mike Dunn’s Bultaco, which won the 
second heat. Consistency is paying off 
for Kasson, however, and he finally 
seems to be getting things together after

FT. HOOD, TEX., Feb. 13, 1972 — If I 
were to suggest that you try to guess 
what organization is helping promote 
moto-sports in central Texas on a very 
sophisticated basis, you might say, 
“A.M.A.?” No way. “Texas Motorsport 
Council?” Maybe. “Some rider’s 
organization?” No such thing. Try the 
U.S. Army, 

Yes, friends, it’s true. Uncle Sam’s 
New Action Army wants to join you. If 


you don’t believe it, try dropping in on - 


one of the Ft. Hood Dirt Riders M.C. 
events at Killeen, Texas. I went to cover 
a motocross and stepped into a hotbed 
of people who are really stoked on 
two-wheeled sports. 

Anyway, this is what I saw...I think... 

Can you dig Med Evac helicopter 
ambulance service? Can you believe 
Recondo-trained, — trailbike-mounted, 
radio co-ordinated course marshals and 
flagmen? There was all of this and more, 
including. a bumpety-hop motocross 
course with a wicked, trick jump set in 
the Athenian central Texas hill country 
along Turkey Creek, 

Fort Hood is an Army post. It is also 
several thousand acres of virtually 
untouched, pollution-free, natural 
terrain, most of which is ideally suited 
to trials, enduro, motocross, etc., etc. 
The possibilities are, as my sidekick 
Richard Dunn says, “mind-boggling”. 
Really. It is a sanctuary that anyone 
with aesthetic or nature-oriented values 
would drool over (well, without the 
barracks and supply depot, perhaps). 
The out-back at Ft. Hood is a moto 
sport promoters fondest, most farout, 
unfenced dream. And it is all U.S. 
Government property, as the signs on 
the perimeter fence redundantly 
mention. 

The Hood Dirt Riders are doing 
monthly gigs like the motocross to try 
to build a little interest in off-road 
riding. I, for one, hope they start doing 
a lot more things, because there is 
enough room out there to have a dozen 
events going on at once. Easily. There is 
some gossip about the Dirt Riders trying 
to lure the I.S$.D.T. to Fort Hood. It 


that could happen...Oh, ecstasy! The 
place is i-deel for it! 
I chatted with Capt. Bob Combs 


whose present assignment is with a 
recon outfit with the military moniker 
Combat Support 2/7 Cav. Div. Recon. 
Bob’s mission was to take a crew of 
Recondos (many were non-riders) and 
make them trailbike mounted recon 
men. He did. Now these dudes truck 
through the brush hauling anti-tank 
weapons with them on their olive drab 
185 Yamahas. 

Capt. Combs ‘feels that his mission is 
a success. The upcoming field 
maneuvers at Hood will hopefully prove 
the unit’s value. Whatever the military 
value of the motorcycle and whatever 
the degree of success’the trailbike has as 
a reconnaisance weapon, Capt: Bob 
Combs and his men do what they dig 
most, ride, dirt and do useful work at 
the ‘same time. That is a successful trip 
by any standard. Combs seems to be a 
fulfilled.person.

John Kasson took the first place 
250 trophy with his only competition 
coming from Fort Hood’s Wayne Booth, 
who dogged his heels all afternoon, 
Booth took home the second place 
goodies. Richard Bigley was out front in 
the first ‘moto; but he lost a little bolt 
and a case of oil, or he would have 
figured in the final standings.

LUCERNE VALLEY, CAL., Mar. 5, 


1972 — Last year the Chaparrals 
Motorcycle Club tried a fairly daring 
experiment: They required mufflers on 
all bikes entered in their enduro and just 
to make sure nobody missed the 
message, they called the enduro “The 
Quiet I”. They were in the vanguard of 
those trying to save the sport from 
being killed by excessive noise. Being in 
the vanguard of anything costs and in 
this case it cost entries. Only 280 riders 
tried “The Quiet 1”. 

Yesterday was “The Quiet M”. 
Silencers are now an accepted fact on 
the desert. The entry was over 500 and 
no one thought the fact they required 
silencers even worthy of comment. 
Some 60 riders bought their first enduro 
cards at this event, this was their first 
run. They’ll never have the thrill of 
being awakened at 5:15 by a Kawasaki 
100 with a tuned expansion chamber 
rapping at 9,200 rpm and shifting gears 
every six seconds as it circles your tent 
like an angry Indian. They’ll never 
experience that exquisite feeling of 
having your ears ring for three days 
from the sound of your own exhaust. 
And it’s all the Chaparrals fault. How 
will they ever be able to live with 
themselves? Probably a good portion of 
the riders who ride this event don’t even 
know how the name of the event 
originated. 

These new riders might have received 
a bit more than anticipated in this run. 
In spite of being only about 96 miles 
long, it was a long, long run. The 
morning section, so the Chaparrals told 
me, was more or less laid out with a 
skilled rider — the trials rider — in mind. 
The afternoon section was for the “bite 
the bullet, hang in there now, it only 
hurts when I laugh” crowd. 

Actually, the morning section was 
really not much for trials riders. There 
were some rocky little canyons with 
ledges and such and a substantial 
amount of rock, but not much that a 
trials rider would consider challenging. 

On the other hand, the schedules 
were fast. Dave Evans commented that 
they were too fast for him and I rather 
concur. I started off late, and even 
riding as fast as I was able, I couldn’t 
make up a single minute on the 
schedule. But all things are relative and 
what’s fast for one is just right for the 
next. Max Bubek reportedly “zeroed” 
the first loop. He lost his card though, 
so no one will ever know if the could 
have repeated in the second. One thing 
for sure: nobody was doing any resting 
on that loop. It took two hours and 15 
minutes of hard riding and 
concentration if you did it right. 

After that there was a 15-minute gas 
stop before the second loop. The second 
loop had some rock and a few 
difficult-to-ride sections but basically it 
was a desert race course. There was 
much deep sand (and uphill too) and 
quite a few miles of whoop-de-doos, 
Loops like these, which are quite 
typical, are producing an interesting 
phenomenon, There’s no way that an 
average size adult can compete on a 
125cc machine in the “Lightweight” 
class. When you're going uphill in deep 
sand, there is, as they say, no substitute 
for cubic inches. The 125 rider always 
loses in that area and his spot to make it 
up is the gawdawful rocky downhill or 
the canyon that’s so tight and choked 
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125's, too 


with bikes that his small bike has an 
advantage. But a run with enough of 
this nastiness to even things up 
invariably brings a lot of complaints so 
there’s a natural tendency by the clubs 
to go easy on the really terrible stuff. 
The result is that 125’s are slowly 
but steadily disappearing from the 
enduros in Southern California. If 
motorcycles could bleed, we’d have a 
whole crew of biologists studying the 
disappearance of a species. It’s a 
classical case of Darwin’s survival of the 
fittest. When conditions change to 
where a species’ particular talents are no 
longer an advantage, the species 
disappears. But whoever thought ‘it 
applied to mechanical objects as well as 
plants and animals? Maybe some 
graduate student in biology will do his 
master’s on the subject of “The 125 
Motorcycle: An Endangered Species.” 
He might even be able to predict when 
the last 125 will enter an enduro and 
expire in an unrelenting sandwash, 





forever, futilely chasing an uncatchable 
250. 

Meanwhile, back at enduro 
headquarters, the Chaparrals were 
computing the results. Yep, you read 
me right. Good old District 37 is finally 
going to catch up with the rest of the 
world, it looks like, and give us enduro 
results on the spot. And again, the 
Chaparrals are in the vanguard. In 
fairness, the CEA tried it a couple 
months ago but blew it with a couple of 
questionable checks. The Chaparrals 
didn’t make it 100% either. We didn’t 
get any trail bike winners and only the 
first couple of winners in Class B. But 
we got a fairly complete list of Class A 
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winners. 
First overall was 


Steffan on a Bultaco Montadero. Next 
was Dave Ekins also on a Bul, but an 
Alpina 250 in his case. Bob lost one 
point, Dave lost four. First Class B was 
Dwayne 


Martin, a CEA member. 
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Dwayne enjoyed the run. I said, “After 
the run you guys put on [the Last 
Chance], this one must have seemed 
like a piece of cake!” 

“Sure glad I didn’t have to ride that 


one,” Dwayne said. He rides a 360 





Husky and lost 11 points. Dan Knous, a 
Checkpoint, took first B lightweight 


with 15 points. He rides an Ossa 
Pioneer. 
High point of yesterday’s run 


occurred at about 23 miles out on the 
second loop in the middle of a tight, hot 
uphill sandwash. It was just about the 
spot when you started wondering what 
on earth you were doing, beating your 
bod in this miserable desert. Then all of 
a sudden these two young boys are 
standing there with a gallon jug of ice 
water! I don’t know who they were or 
where they came from, but they sure 
made the world a brighter spot right 
then. Each rider that stopped got a 
drink and I’m sure at least half of them 
thought they had just. walked into a 
technicolor mirage when they tasted 
that water and found it ice cold. 

Most people that I spoke to after the 
run said they enjoyed it. A few had 
some trouble with the marking which 
did not seem to be quite up to last 
year’s very high standard. I didn’t get 
lost but I had to ride in circles several 
times to pick up the marking. The 
checks seemed to be in good locations 
to catch the unwary and there were lots 
of them, One check in the afternoon 
section had to be thrown out because 
the clock was off. 

The Chaparrals have thrown two 
good enduros and in each of them 
they’ve made a_ positive, progressive 
contribution to the sport, first in 
quieting, now in scoring. One wonders 
what they’ll do next year. Maybe they’ll 
run the country’s first ZED enduro. 
ZED stands for Zero Ecological Damage 
and I just made it up. But who knows? 
Maybe they’ll try it.

March, the old proverb says, comes 
in like a lion and exits like a lamb. 
Something like that. Well, in Southern 
California the little woolly marched in 
with days in the high 70’s, beautiful, 
clear days that make any work a 
bummer for any motorcyclist, especially 
if you’re working 50 feet from a shiny 
new motorcycle just made for chasing 
the sun. And a machine so new it has 
only been ridden by a handful of test 
riders, to boot. As I pass by it at least 
25 times a day I pause to look for some 
reason to take it out of this drab dull 
everyday existence, into the hills, fields 
and forests where it more at home. 

The latest Honda for the street/trail 
fans was just waiting for me to get a big 
handful and set sail on another day of 
all-out fun. 
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other production bike outside the BSA 500 MX: 


Three days had passed since I last 
fired it up and split out across the 
sandwash at Indian Dunes. The crowd 
that gathers at the sight of something as 
new as this watched, waiting for the big 
heavy four-stroke to part my command. 
Alas, I splashed into the water. I made it 
all the way across the big wide wash 
flat-out, way over my head, but I 
showed those four-stroke skeptics it 
really was not that big or heavy. It’s not 
light, by any means. A good 300 
pounds, gassed and ready to take on any 
rider.

bike needs to lose weight anyway, if the rider . is to compete seriously. 


great ascent for posterity. Up, up, and 
away. Not flat out, just an easy looping 
second-gear run to see what this bike 
had for steam. No problem. Continuing 
on climbing high above the valley along 
the fire roads used for the Viewfinders 
Grand Prix I had the feeling this 
four-stroker might make the grade. 

The engineers in the Land of the 
Rising Sunare catching on much quicker 
nowadays. The handling was proving to 
exceed what I had hoped for in a 
combination machine. Lugging around a 
84-pound (dry weight) overhead cam 
engine whould play havoc on any bike’s 
handling, but Honda has succeeded. The 
use of the 21-inch front wheel helped 
get the weight back and lighter alloy 
rims front and rear improves matter. 


These rims are shaped just like any steel 
rim and are finished in a light gray 
color. They look sharp, and are very 
strong, but not strong enough for a 
super fast desert ride. 

As a combo bike, handling is 
right-on. Two more inches of wheelbase 
over the stock 54.5 inches would do 
wonders for the competition rider. 

I am testing a dual-purpose bike and 
that is how I will grade it. Once you've 
raced a four-stroke you just can’t let go 
of the hope of again seeing them 
campaigned again. Thise one has plenty 
of potential; just trim a lot of fat and 
give “er the old 98-pound-weakling kit 
and you're ready. All this is going to 
cost bucks and time so you really have 
to want to ride a four stroke. 

The frame builders and engine 
accessory folks are working in that 
direction. Taking into consideration the

base price of around $850 you could get 
a winner for what the more expensive 
two strokes are running. 

Back to what the Honda is designed 

for. Now, what every rider is licking his 
chops for power. Power it has but not 
the instant gang-buster type you get 
from all two strokes. It’s a more even, 
better-handled type. Tach it to the 
eight-grand redline and slip the clutch, 
no sweat. It’s a strong one. If you’re real 
quick you can get the jump on ‘em, if 
not, don’t worry. Second gear lifts the 
front wheel and you blow by. This is 
due to the new four-valve head, which 
gives quicker rpms. 
_ The stock gearing is fine if you 
intend to ride a great deal of open road. 
It’ll pull 70 easy in fifth. A gear ratio 
reduction should be first order of 
business for any serious dirt rider. 

Shifting is the best in any bike I’ve 
ridden. After many hours of no-clutch 
banging, neutral came right in there 
every time I wanted it. 

While in neutral, I'll relate a little 
story. Seems the photog, testing one of

those half-a-lap-on-a-cylinder machines, 
fouled a plug. Being a nice guy, now I 
went to his assistance. The Honda’s in 
neutral, right? Flip out the side stand (a 
sturdy, bulky piece of iron) lean her 
over, and offer an encouraging, “Fouled 
a plug, huh?” The Honda just sat there, 
murmuring sweet notes. Never missing a 
beat through all that foul verbiage. 
Starting once again, we proceeded to 
play in the water, spinning doughnuts, 
blasting full bore in and out of the mud, 
across the sand and over jumps and just 
playing. Until I found the quicksand. 
Goosh, stopped dead. Sunk axle-deep 
frame bottomed out. Hey, you guys 
help! Shicker, snicker. They got their

It even looks a bit chunky. The pegs are of 
superb design.

revenge. If you plan on riding enduros 
where mud can stop you, better have at 
least two friends along to hlep get you 
out. After all that mud and water I must 
point out the pegs and brake lever are 
both first-rate. The pegs are the claw 
type and are spring loaded. That brake 
lever is strong and you’d be hard-pressed 
to bend it. The shift lever is on the weak 
side and needs a large foot surface. 
Honda has learned a lot about what 
it takes to go first class in the dirt. After 
all, they have been doing for street for 
quite a while. High-quality copies of 
Magura controls are used and the tach 
and speedo are quality-made and 
mounted. Between them is a knob, the

choke. No more standing on your head 
to get going. The lighting appears to be 
adequate however, we did not get ot use 
it as Honda didn’t supply the bike with 
a license plate. 

Not a nut or anything came loose 
during the test. We dropped it a couple 
of times, too. Just to see if anything 
would come off, of course. 

The spec sheet calls for turn signals 
but we didn’t get any. This could be 
explained by the fact that we were 
riding one of 12 pre-production bikes 
used for these tests and R&D work by 
American Honda. The first real public 
showing will take place at Daytona ‘this 
week. The silver and black paint job set 
off by the massive single overhead cam 
engine will be the hit of the show down 
there. The rest of us will just have to 
wait. till April 1, when, about 4000 hit 
these shores, still won’t be enough, 
though. 

Meanwhile, here I am just looking at 
the bike, waiting for some more 
enjoyable hours of riding. Dave, get 
your camera. Off we went to Lions for a 
little motocrossing and sliding in the big 
open areas north of the course. The 
bike’s out of its realm on the course but 
fun to ride there, anyway. You really 
don’t feel the excess weight but the 
gearing is way too tall and the power 
comes on only when really revving. The

front end comes up easy enough and the 
jumps are handled fairly easy. 

The lack of drive is overcome by the 
ability to go into corners much further 
before shutting off. Not ` ver 
competitive, just fun. Moving to the 
flats, this is where the lightweight feels 
best. A good slider. You'll enjoy playing 
on it all day. As the sun sets you’ll be 
still out there just tooling around 
wishing for some way of riding every 
day. The suspension in front is great but 
those rear shocks need help. Ground 
clearance is good and the pegs are all 
high enough to allow you more leaning 
then most of us care to do.

Not a racer of 
any type as it sits box stock, but a 
fun-and-easy-to-ride-anywhere machine. 
It’s a Honda, and like all other Hondas, 
is often outstanding and never less than 
adequate in all areas it was designed for. 

Remember, a Honda rider named Jack 
McLane is Grand National Enduro 
Champion and well set-up Hondas have 
won Baja. Honda has announced that it 
intends to campaign an off-road 
machine this year. This can be the bike 
that will win some. 

March came in like a lamb this year 
and by the end of the month they will 
have the lion’s share of the off-road 
market,

Mention any brand of motorcycle at 
a bench racing session and you'll get a 
statement from someone to the effect, 
“Oh, that’s a great bike but...”’ And 
following the “but” will be a statement 
about the bike’s weakness that everyone 
has heard at least a dozen times. The 
story always has some basis in fact, but 
years of stories, retold and recirculated, 
exaggerated and embroidered, have 
made the final version (until next week) 
highly unreliable. Thus you have some 
bikes with frames that “break”, some 
that “don’t handle,” some who’s brakes 
don’t work “for weeks” after having 
been wet. Sachs and Zundapps “don’t 
shift.” - 

The “don’t shift” is exaggerated. 
Unless there’s actually something badly 
worn or broken, it’s more a case of 
reluctance to shift quickly. Even more 
common is a tendency to shift too 
quickly in some instances with the 
result that the desired gear is bypassed 
completely and the engine winds up 
screaming in neutral. 

One tuner asks the question in his 
advertising, “Does your Sachs have a 
gearbox full of neutrals?” If it does, it’s 
strong because even those with 
significantly misadjusted shifter 
mechanisms only have on neutral, but 
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SACHS FANS: Neutralize All Those Neutrals 


it’s a bit. too easy to find. And finally, 
the problem seems to have been cured 
for all practical purposes after engine 
No. 6318-754. 

Suppose however, that you have an 
earlier Sachs (or Zundapp), they’re 
about the same). You have three 
possible choices. Each method has its 
advocates and the exponent of each 
method is quite ready to tell you why 
his method works and the others don’t. 
Each also has many satisfied customers 
running around, including many good 
racers. 

Method 1 we might call the 
super-critical adjustment method. The 
premise here is that the shifting 
mechanism is basically okay, but it must 
be adjusted correctly. A leading 
exponent of that method is Ken 
Peterson, a tuner who works for Cole 
Bros. in North Hollywood when he isn’t 
making go-fasters on his own. His 
method works well to a point. I found 
that with a Peterson-adjusted shifter I 
wouldn’t miss more than one or two 
shifts in a long enduro, but they would 
invariable be crucial ones, usually three 
quarters of the way up a steep hill 
jammed with traffic. Two missed shifts 
in a long enduro is certainly not enough 
to fault the adjustment, but for a guy 
who wants to win it’s not really 
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1.) To work on a Sachs transmission, you lay the bike on its side and leave the engine in the 
frame. If you lay it on its side, you don’t even have to drain the gearbox. Leaving the engine in 
the frame allows you to use the rear wheel as a giant wrench to screw the selector rod out of the 
T-bar. Here is E.C.'s special wrench which allows the selector rod to be removed without bending 


it, or rounding the flats.

The Sachs has another characteristic 
that’s sometimes a problem. It’s very 
stiff when shifting up in the higher gears 
without the clutch. Try to shift up 
quickly without the clutch, say, in a 
snadwash where you’re trying to get on 
top, and you might find that nothing 
happens. The problem is that you didn’t 
apply enough toe pressure. There’s 
nothing wrong with the adjustment. But 
the amount of toe pressure required is 
often beyond normal people’s 
capabilities. The critical adjustment 
method doesn’t do anything for that. 
For those who use the clutch and are 
basically trail riders or street riders, a 
critical adjustment will be perfectly 
satisfactory. Racers and serious enduro 
riders will find it less satisfactory, but 
might live with its shortcoming because 
it is the cheapest way out: as little as 
$10 if the parts are in good shape and 
the mechanism. doesn’t require a 
complete overhaul. Call Ken Petersons 
at (213) CH 9-7315 if you’re interested. 

Method 2 is called the “Koba” 
method. It was developed by Steve 
Kolseth and Walt Baehr and it is based 
on a spring-loaded selector rod that can 
be purchased as a kit for $37.50. 
Installation is an additional $20. How 
good is it? I don’t know. Maybe we'll 
check it out in a future article. The 
telephone for KOBA is (213) 327-0310. 

Method 3 was developed by E.C. 
Birt. We might call it the modified 
selector rod method, It’s illustrated in 
the photos. E.C.’s theory is that by 
making a more gengle slope on the edge 
of each detent, the transition from one 
gear to the next will be much easier. In 
easing the edges of the detents, he also 





4.) Here is the old selector rod and the machined-and-polished new one (near). Note the easy 


transitions from gear to gear. 
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reduces the flat- area between the 
detents to almost nothing. The theory 
here is that with no flat area, the 
mechanism can’t hang up between gears, 
in a false neutral. E.C. also stresses the 
need for a precision adjustment after 
the machining is completed. 

E.C. is a very careful workman. He 
ensures that the selector rod is ground 
just so and then polished to a mirror 
finish. Removing the selector rod 
without splitting the cases is a trick that 
the factory says can’t be done, but 
everybody knows it can and knows how 
to do it. Not many, though, have gone 
to the trouble of grinding a special 
wrench so that it can be removed 
without damage. E.C. has. Little 
touches like that are what make you 
trust a mechanic. The labor on E.C.’s 
mod costs $25.95 including the machine 
shop work. Added to that are the cost 
of a new cover gasket and oil, minimum. 
If some of the parts are worn, the cost 
goes up. 

The E.C. Birt modification does a 
swell job of making the shifting easier. 
Missed upshifts are a thing of the past. 
My experience with it, downshifting 
wasn’t as good. I could still drop from 
third through second to neutral 
occasionally. (For “occasionally”, read 
“at the worst possible moment”). In 
motocross, where clean, quick upshifts 
are essential, C.C.’s modification would 
seem quite worthwhile. For other forms 
of activity like enduros and such, where 
upshifts can be done leisurely, but 
downshifts are often critical, it’s of 


more doubtful value. Let your money 
be your guide.
